The defendants failed to 
prove that the ohiirgCB woro true, nnd the 
court reldtbat it was no justiQcntion or 
aicusn for piiblishing hbelous matter 
that it had previously appeared in an- 
other journal." The case was tried in 
the circuit court aud tho jury, gave tho 
professor a verdict o( $20,000. The Kven- 
inp News oppealcd to the supremo oaurt 
and that tribunal affirmed the judgment 
ot tho court below. Newspapers should

supreme court ot Michigan, which is: 


1 "The publication ot 
injurious false 


statements as to a person in public posi- 
tion, without reference to tho objoota to 
bo accomplished by the publication, is 
not privileged. It is legal malice to pub- 
lish any injurious statements wantonly, 
whet' ?rtho publisher is actually rnftlic- 
IOUB or not." 


The opinion held by tho court should 


apply to persons in private life an well as 
to those iu public position; aud if courts 
»nd jariOB would bo :noro just toward 
persons wantonly libeled of Klaudered' 
newspapers and local goasipers would bo 
more careful to stay the peri aud bridle 
the tongue when dealing with tho private 
characters ot their neighbors.
